The regulations do not apply to pipe 
tobacco or cigars — and Clinton said 
adult smoking is not targeted. Tobacco 
industry latsfsuits are already pending, 
and Congress could move to reverse 
the regulations. 

Clinton’s announcement did not 
appear to affect tobacco stocks, which 
were mixed in late afternoon trading. 

The action pits Clinton against the 
powerful tobacco industry, advertisers, 
farmers and Southern lawmakers — 
most notably Democrats who fear the 
issue will cost them their scats. 

R.J. Reynolds tobacco company said 
Washington already spends r^ons of

Explosive traces in Flight 800 
debris don’t clinch criminal act 


SMITHTOWN, N.Y. (AP) - 
Microscopic explosive traces 
were found on a piece of wreck-. ; 
age from TWA Fli^t 800, but it 
isn’t conclusive evidence that a 
bomb or missile brought down 
the jetliner, investigators said 
Friday. 

FBI Assistant Director James 
Kallsiroiri, responding to media 
reports about the trace evidence, 
caudoned it svas sdll too early to 
classify the July 17 blast Chat 
killed all 230 people aboard a 
criminal ao. 

“Based upon oU of the scientif- 
ic and forensic evidence analyzed 
to date, we cannot conclude that 
TWA Flight 800 crashed as a 
result of an explosive device,” 
Knllstrom said. “The detection of 
the microscopic explosive traces 
alone does not allow the conclu- 
sion.” . 

The FBI official reiterated that 
investigators tvere still consider- • 
ing three scenarios; A bomb, a 
missile attack, or a mechanical 
malfunction. 

While Kallscrom refused to pro- 
vide any details about the explo-

Marine plane crashes in Arizona; 4 dead 


YUMA. Ariz. (AP) — A Marine 
electronic-warfare plane crashed 
in the desert Friday, killing all 
four people aboard in the third 
military aircraft accident .in two 
days. 

The EA-6B Prowler, designed 
to jam enemy communications, 
went down at midmoming during 
a training mission with another 
Prowler on a gunnery range near 
the Gila Mountains, about 60 
miles cast of the Marine Corps 
Air Station at Yuma. 


Tlie crew of the second Prowler 
witnessed the crash, which hap- 
pened in fair weather, CoL Craig 
Turner sai. The cause was under 
mvestigation. 

The victims' names were not 
immediately released. The crew 
was from the Marine base at 
Cherry Point, N.C., and was train- 
ing at Yuma. 

Prowler pales were used during 
the Persian Gulf War in 1991. 
Friday’s crash was the third 
involving a Prowler since 1992. 


On Thursday, a Notional Guard 
A-10 warplane crashed in a 
marsh on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland, and a Marine FA-18 
fighter went down in the Atlantic 
off Ocean City, Md.

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Explosive residue 
supports theory 
for TWA jet crash 

NEW YORK (AP) — The dis- 
covery of a trace of explosive 
' residue on debris from TWA 
Flight 800 has kept alive what 
may seem to be the most far- 
fetched theory — that a missile 
brought down the jumbo jet. 

; The theory, though rife with 
contradictions and rejected by 
some military experts as extreme- 
ly dubious, has been repeatedly 
mentioned by the FBI as one of 
three possible explanations for 
the July 17 disaster. 

While privately the agency is 
said to b^eve an on-board bomb 
diused the explosion, chief inves- 
tigator James Kallstrom of the 
FBI publicly pves equal billing to 
the possibility a missile or some 
kind of catastrophic mechanical 
failure brought down the aircraft, 
killing all 230 aboard. 

“The missile theory is still on 
the board,” Kallstrom said at a 
briefing Friday. “When we find 
out what it turns out to be, we can 
pul the other two theories to 
rest.” 

> Kallstrom was also quick to 
note “the detection of the micro- 
scopic explosive traces alone does 
not allow the conclusion that 
TWA Flight 800 crashed as a 
rt^t of an plosive device.” 

“Other evidence of some kind ... 
in addition to confirmed ewlo- 
slves trace findings (arc needed) 
before a positive conduaon of an 
explosive device could be made,"

Loretta Lynn’s harcl-living husband dies 


NASHVILLE. Tenn. (AP) — 
O.V. “Mooney” Lynn,, who 
coaxed his wife, Loretta, onto the 
stage for the first time and 
watched as the coal miner’s 
daughter rose to country music 
. stardom, has died at 69. 

The hard-drinking Lynn, who 
died at home Thursday, had been 
hospitalized repeatedly since 
1993 bdtause of heart faDure and ■ 
diabetes. His feel were amputat- 
ed in recent years. 

Lynn was portrayed by Tommy 
. Lee Jones in the 1980 movie

before he married Loretta in 
19^ when she was just 13. 


He bought his wife her first 
guitar for $17 for her 18th birth- 
day in 1953, and in 1960 urged 
her to sing in public for the first 
time. She reluctantly did so. 
Months later, she had her first hit 
record, “Fm a Honky-Tonk Girl,” 
and was on the road to stardom. 

“If it wasn’t for Doolittle (her 
nickname for him), there would 
- be no career,” Loretta Lynn, 
wrote in her autobiography. 

She wrote that Mooney went 
up to a bandleader at a meeting 
hall near where they lived in 


Washington state and said, “Hey, 
I got a here toni^t who's the 
best country singer there Is, niact 
to Kitty Wells, and I ain’t kid- 
ding." 

The bandleader didn’t let her 
sing that night, but did a week 
later. 

More recently, Lynn ran the 
1,140-acre Loretta Lynn Dude 
.Ranch 70 miles west of Nashville, 
which the couple purchased in 
1967. He periodically accompa- 
nied his wife on her concert 
tours.

No more Marlboro 
Man or happy people on bill- 
boards: they’ll have to be black* 
and white, words only. No bill- 
boards at all within 1,000 feet of 
schools and playgrounds. 

The black-and-white rules apply 
also to newspapers and direct mail 
Tobacco advertising in maga- 
zines read by a large number of 
teens will also have to be words 
only, black and white. Rolling 
Stone and Sports Illustrated would 
be affected; Time and Newsweek 
would not. 

T-shirts and hats with Joe Camel 
or other brand names be ille- 
gal. So will brand-name sponsor- 
ship of sporting events, cultural 
events, teams and race cars.

-Tipulski is identified in the 
transcript as a chemical officer 
• attached to the Army’s 37th 
Engineering Battalion. It was 
’ their job to detonate huge 
bunkers of .weaponry belon^ng 
10 Saddam Hussein’s forces at 
^ the end of the Persian Gulf War. 

' "iTipul^ said that not only did 
his chemical tests detect the 
nerve gas sarin at the site, he also 
told his commanders about the 


results of his test. 

Since there were so many false 
alarms registered, a commander 
in the unit only told soldiers to 
“go into a mask-only posture, and 
seek the cover of a tent or a pon- 
cho liner, and people were not to 
use their suits unless specifically 
told to do so," Tipulsld said. .

CHICAGO (AP) — It may have 
taken the Democratic Party 28 
years to work up the nerve to 
return to Chicago after the 1968 
debacle of rioters clashing with 
police and tear gas poisoning the 
air. 

But in the context of Chicago’s 
136-year history of national politi- 
cal conventions, 1968 wasn't all 
that bizarre. 

Chicago has played host to 24 
major-party conventions — 14 
I^publican and 10 Democratic — 
featuring everything from con- 
■ victed traitore to delegate walk- 
outs and a conventional hall root 
collapse. 

At the first ChicaM convention 
in 1860 the Republicans planned 
to nominate William H. Seward 
of New York, but wound up with 
a local favorite named Abraham 

lincoln. 

Seward was the lavoritc and 
led lincobt on the first ballot, but 
the Dlinolsan pulled ahead on the 
third'ballot to win. His nomina- 
tion was announced with cannon 
fire, foreshadowing what awaited 
the nation the following year. 

The Civil War wjis still ra^ 
when the northern remnant of 
the Democratic Party.gathered 
here in August 1864 to mount a 
challenge to Lincob and his war' 
policies. City officials regarded 
them as subversive and refused 
them the use of a hall, so they 
built their own tentlike structure 
on a condemned downtown lot 
One of the main speakers in 
1864 was aement Vallandigham, 
an Ohio Confederate sympathizer 
who’d been exiled for tre^n the 
previous year. The eventual nom- 
inee was Gen. George B. 
McClellnn, who’d been sacked as 
commander of the Union army 
for Ito beffectual leadership. 

In 1868, the general who 
accomplished what McClellan 
couldn’t, Ulysses S. Grant, won 
the Republican nomination on 
the first ballot at Uranus B. 
Crosl^s Opera House. 

But m 1880, Grant’s bid for a 
third term led to a deadlock 
between the former president 
and chtdlenger James G. Bbine. 
Another Civil War general, 
James A. Garfield, fi^y won as 
a compromise candidate on the 
36th ballot at the Crystal Palace. 

Blame was back at the Crystal 
Pabce m June 1884, and got the 
GOP nomination. The Democrats 
met m the same building a month 
later to . nominate Grover 
Owelani who won m November. 

In 1888_, the Republicans held 
their conv'mtion b architect Louis 
Sullivan's unfinished Auditorium 
Theater, and nombated another 
former general, Benjamin 
Harrison. He scored an Electoral 
College victory over Qeveland. 

The Democrats returned to 
Chicago in 1892, but balked at 
paying a $6,000 rental for the 


Auditorium, so they sbpped up a 
temporary hall. A thunderstorm 
struck during an and-aevebnd 
harangue by a Tammany Hall 
orator, tearing the canvas roof 
open and drenching the crowd. 
Once the roof was repaired, 
Cleveland won on the first ballot. 

He beat Harrison m the fall, and 
the Democrats gained control of 
Congress for the first time m 32 
years. . . 

All that changed b 1896, when 
rebel Democrats angered by 
Cleveland’s fiscal conservatism 
denounced the still-sitting presi- 
dent in their platform. One of 
those speakbg against aeveland 
at the new Coliseum on the South 
Side was young Nebraska 
Congressman William Jennings 
Bryan. He zbged the crowd with 
his wcll-rehearscd "Cross of 
G old" speech, won the nomina- ■ 
don and l^*Qie party todeleat.^ 

The Coliseum burned down ut . 
1697, but Bryan was still around 
to lose th'o elections of- 1900 and 
1908. 

There was a new Coliseum by 
1904, when Theodore Roosevelt 
won the Republican nomination 
there. Four years later, 
Roosevelt’s handpicked successor, 
William Howard Taft; got the nod 
in the same hall, but by 1^12, 
Roosevelt and Taft had fallen out, 
so their supporters squared off — 
once again at the Coliseum. Taft 
won and Roosevelt bolted the 
party. He reassembled his dele*, 
gates at the Coliseum two months 
later to form the “Bull Moose" 
Party — and ensure the victory of 
Democrat Woodrow Wilson. 

The Rough Rider rejomed tiie 

Republicans at the Coliseum in 
1916, but his'support of noimnee 

Charles Evans Hughes wasn’t 
enough to oust Wilson. 

The Republican comeback had 
to wait until 1920, but politicsti 
lore has it that the winning candi- 
date, Warren G. Harding, wasn’t 
chosen on the Coliseum Door, but 
in Suite 408-10 of the nearby 
Blackstone Hotel, the legendary 
“smoke-filled room.” 

The Republicans used the new 
eWeago Stadium for their gloomy 
1932 convention, where they, 
renominated Herbert Hoover. 
The Democrats gathered at the 
Stadium later the same month to 
nombate Franklb D. Roosevelt, 
who was the first nominee ever to 
appear ot a convention b person. 
In his acceptance speech he 
announced somethbg called the 
“New Deal" 

Roosevelt broke an even 
longer-standing taboo in 1940 
when he allowed the convention 
at the Stadium to nominate him 
for a thW term. He was back at 
the Stadium b 1944 for a fourth 
term nombation. His unsuccess- 
ful GOP challenger that year was 
New York’s Thomas E Dewey — 
also nominated at the Stadium.

"I was in a coma, but I wouldn’t die,” 
said McKean,- who’s from Jerome. “I 
knew God had something more for me.” 

More than 10 operacrons since have 
taken muscles from McKean’s thigh and 
back and used them to restore some of 
Ms arm’s use. 

But a fast race around the speedway 
finds McKean driving with one arm. The

Historian: Fornier black militant, felon 
had ‘ambivalent’ Mormon experience

SALT LAKE CITY — If 
Mormons who brought former 
Black Panther militant Eldridge 
Qeaver into their fold thought he 
would influence many other black 
Americans to join Hm , fae proved 
tb^vrrong.. 

For Cleaver’s well-publicized 
embrace of Mormonism in the 
early 19^ proved both ambiva- 
lent and transitory, as improbable 
a spiritual stopover as his political 
jump from Marxist to capitalist, 
^m revoludonaiy to Sermte 
candidate. 

,*^e’s bounced around all over 
the place,” said Newell G. 
Bringhurst, a historian at the 
Ccdlcgebf the S^uoias in Visalia, ' 
Calif., who is researching 
Cleaver’s Mormon experience. 

■ “He’s sill over the map." 

Bringhurst remembers bis own 
reaction when first hesiring that 
Qcaver, a former felon and inter- 
national fugitive, noted author 
wd ex-Black Pander minister of 
information, was considering join- 
ing a church that until 1978 
barred black males from its priest- 
hood: “This is really very, very 


unbelievable." 

In a paper delivered last week 
at the Sunstone Symposium, 
Bringhurst said Cleaver remains 
on the membership rolls of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, but has had little con- 
tact with the church since 1986. 

"In general. Cleaver’s involve- 
ment and relationship to 
Mormonism was ambivalent,” 
said Bringhurst, who has inter- 
viewed tevcral members of the 
congregations in Oakland and 
Berkeley that Cleaver attended 
only sporadically. 

Bringhurst, after much effort, 
finally located and talked briefly 
by telephone with Geaver, who 
wul be 61 on Au& 31; Living with 
a married niece in Rialto, Calif., 
and. helping out with the family 
busiiiess. Cleaver is woridng on on 
autobiography and collection of 
essays. 

In ' the early 1980s, many 
Mormons in the missionary-mind- 
ed church were thrilled at 
Geav^s interest and hoped his 
conversion would bring other 
blacks to a faith they viewed 
largely with suspicion and con- 
tempt. 

But^some Mormon acquain- 


tances of Qeaver doubted the sin- 
cerity of his decision to be bap- 
tized a Mormon in 1983 after a 
three-year study of the faith and 
an elaborate courtship by such 
conservative Mormpns as later 
church President Ezra Taft 
Benson and ex-Salt Lake police 
chi^ W. Gcon Skousen. 

However, Bringhurst 4ound that 
many who knew Qeaver well dur- 
ing that time still believe Brother 
Eldridge was genuinely commit- 
ted 

At the time, Cleaver said he 
closely identified with church 
founder Joseph Smith os a reli- 
gious seeker. He told the Los 
Angeles Times two years before 
his uptism: “Tve been a Moonlc, a 
Black Muriitn, a Catholic, a Baptist, 
a Jehovah’s Witness, a Seventh- 
dtv ^ventist I guess that’s alL" 

Soon after baptisi^ Qcaver was 
ordained a priest in the faith’s 
Aoronic Priesthood, but did not 
advance to the Melchhcdck 
Priesthood in the usual manner of 
faithful males 18 years of age and 
older. 

Moreover, Cleaver’s wife, 
Kathleen, who had joined him 
abroad during his eight years as a 
furtive following a Black Panther 


shootout with Oakland police in 
1968, studied but did not adopt the 
faith. ' 

1V(0 years before her husband’s 
baptism, Kathleen Cleaver left 
with the couple’s two children to 
attend Yale Univeirity and the 18- 
year marriage dissolv^ in 1985. 

Other sctbicks ensued. Running 
as a conservative Republican in 
.1964, Cleaver finished last in a 
fidd of 14 candidates for a seat on 
the Berkeley City Council. Two 
years later, he was 10th in a field 
of 13 seeking the GOP nomination 
for the U.& Senate scat of incum- 
bent Demoaat Alan Cranston. 

The fallout from that campaign 
effectively ended Cleaver's 
involvement with Mormonism. In 
the aftermath he claimed two 
Monnon managers of his campaign 
stole $35(^000 In attributions. But 
Gcaver’s lawsuit was thrown out 
and he bccantc further embittered 
v^cn locd church leaders refused 
to disdpUnc the pair. 

Ron Coleman, professor of his- 
tory and ethnic studies at the 
University of Utah, said Cleaver 
always has been defined in the 
context of his 1960s radicalism 
and his scaring polemic, “Soul On 
ice.”

In Russia today, politicians want God on their side 


NEW YORK (AP) — The right 
. of a. rabbi, a pri^ and a minister 
walking down the streets of down- 
town Moscow turned heads when 
Rnbin Arthur Schneier first visited 
Russa in 1965. 

There were few active syna- 
gogucs, many churches were con-

Recently, he made his 5l$t trip, 
this time as an observer for the 
presidential elections. And the 
changes were obvious.

vices once limited to the state,

Today there are three Jewish 


day schools in Moscow. Emigration 
has stabilized and the approxi- 
maidy 2 millirai Russian Jews are 
not only permitted to leave the 
country, but to retain their Russian 
dtizen^p. 

"One thing is clear. -. There will 
always be a Russian Jewish com- 
munity," Schneier said. “This idea 
of the vaniriiing Russian Jew is out 
of the question.” 

There arc still concerns for 
minority religious communities, 
however. 

Some ulna-nationalist political 
' leaders have scapegoated Jews for 
the economic hairi^p many have 
endured as the country moves 
away from a socialist economy. 
And as new leli^ous groups have 
begun missionary tVork in the 
nation, (here have been attempts 
to cun^ religious freedoms.

Surfers worship Great Wave Maker

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Calif. 

— The cars arc plastered with 
bumper stickers: “One God, One 
Country, One Fin," “Pray for 
Surf." 

No, it’s not a beach parkiRg lot. 
This is church: Surfer's Chopd in 
Huntington Beach. 

: It’s &turday night and some 60 
churchgoers ore riding a wave of 
praise music, lifting thdr arms and 
voices heavenward as they sing. 

; On the cover of a church bulletin 
I's a photo of a surfer taking an 
awesome ride on a brilliant blue 
wave. Underneath is written the 
church motto, taken from Psalms 
93:4 » “Mightier than the waves 
of the sea, the Lord on high is 
mighty." 

- Paster Bill White is standing ar 
the podium — designed to look 
Uke a surfboard saw^ in half. On 
it is the church logo, a drawing of 
an A-frame wave 
' White and his flock arc decked 
out in their Sunday-go-to-meeting 
duds, though they look more like 
Sunday-hit-thc-beach. The pastor, 
48, who has sun-streaked hair 
down to his Moulders, is wearing a 
pair of khaki shorts and a blue and 
red Hawaiian diirt with surfer and 
palm tree print. 

. He cmhuscs about the week’s 
big ocean swells. The faithful in 
- pews hoot and dap. 

A stoked White yells, “That’s , 
light. Give the Lord a honddap. 
He makes ’em, and we ride ’em.” 
White’s sermon this evening is 
the lost in a series of eight he has 
been giving on “Resin, Catalysts, 
God and You." The focus is how 
God sands and polishes the heart, 
just like an artisan repain a surf- 
board. The pastor intricately 
weaves together scriptures from 
Peter, Corinthians and Romans, 
.with tidbits of his own rocky spiri- 
tual journey and elaborate descrip- 
tions of the an of surfboard mak- 
ing. 

Surfer’s Chapel, staned in the 
Spring of 1995, is part of the 
International Foursquare Gospel 
Church, which, having 1 million 
members in 60_ coun.tries..was_ 
lounded in the 19^ by fonu^ Los • 
Angeles Pentecostal evangelist 
, Aimee Semple McPherson. 

. “Surfers are such a subculture 
unto themselves. Some of them 
don’t feci comfortable out of their 
subculture," White soys. “And I 
knew there was a need, that there 
were those out there far from the 
Lord.” 

, White’s plan for a surfer church 
had to pass muster with the 
Foursquare hierarchy. He had to 
convince them he and the others 
were serious, that “we weren’t 
going to dilute the message of 
Christ and that we consider God 
first, and surfing second.” 

Pastor Glen Merriman, the 
Foursquare division superinten- . 
dent who oversees the geographic 
orca that includes Surfers Chapel, 
says he docs not surf. But when 
White came to him with the prfr 
posal, he thought: “This is great. 
Pm glad someone has the heart for 
it” 

The attitude of church officials 
was “the gospel is for everyone,

Mormons celebrate 150 years 
of church history in California

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints is celebrating 
the 150th anniversary of its 
arrival in California and the rich, 
largely unknown history that is 
part of it. 

It began two ways, in the north 
and the south, and even long- 
time members of. the church ore 
amazed at the history they’re 

learning in connection with 

the observance. 

In the north, members 
arrived at Yerba Buena 
(later San Francisco) on July 
31, 184$. They came aboard 
the Brooklyn from New 
York City, after a sea voy- 
age of six months. There was 
intense pressure against the 
Mormons in the East; their annu- 
al gatherings so threatened set- 
tlers that they endeavored to stop 
the meetings. Eventually, the 
Mormons decided leaving was 
their only option. In the south, 
the Mormon Battalion arrived in 
Californio on Joa 29, 1647. 

The northern contingent dou- 
bled the population of Yerba 
Buraa and immediately become 
active in the community. 

Perhaps the most famous of the 
people on the Brooklyn was the 
group’s leader, Sam Brannon, for 
whom a San Frandsco street is 
named. But he wasn’t a model of 
Mormonisro. The young man who 
would become a millionaire did 
things- like collect tithes he 
imposed on gold miners — and 
then didn't send them along to 
the home church in Salt Lake 
Ci^r. He told church leaders, “FU 
give up the Lord’s money when 
he (Brigham Young) sends me a 
receipt si^cd by Lord, and 
no sooner.” 

Eventually, Brannan was 
kicked out or, as the Mormons 
say, disfcUowshipped. 

With him on the Brooklyn were 
between 200 and 300 peopip. 
They were confined to a space of 
about 2,500 square feet, but the 
cramped quarters apparently 
were piefcrable, at least at first, 
tothepetsecutioatbe Latter Day 
Saints had suffered in the cast. 
The governor of Missouri, for 


example, .decreed that they 
, cither be exterminated or driven 
from tile state. An attempt at set- 
tling in a new-dty in niinois led 
to a series of dashes that resulted 
in the mob-murder-of Joseph 
Smith, the founder of the ^un^ 
When the -• Brooklyn- 
approached Yerba Buena, the 
passengers found it barren and 
dreary. There wdre only 30 struc- 
tures, so settleis initially pitched 
tents and cooked outdoors. But

they had little food. Many found 
jobs 50 thew could purch^ food 
ftom the whaling ships. 

Several left Yerba Buena, 
induding John Homer and his 
wife, Elimbcth, who settled on a 
farm near Mission Son Jose (near 
what is now Fremont). When gold 
was discovered, they became 
wealthy, being in a position to 
sell the miners fresh food at pre- 
mium prices. 

Homer’s wealth allowed him to 
help fellow Latter-day Saints get 
started farming — and keep do^ 
to their religion. He built a 
schoolhouse near the mission and 
hired a teacher. It was also the 
Latter-day Saints meeting house, 
and social halL In fact, it was the 
first Latter-day Saint chapel in 
California, according to a new 
book, “California Saints” 
(Bookcraft Inc., $15.95), by 
Richard 0. Cowan, a professor at 
. Brigham Young University, and 
William E. Homer, a San Jose 
real estate broker, historical 
researcher and author. 

Some Mormons went to work 
in lumber camps and some got 
jobs with John A. Sutter in his 
gristmill, or sawmill, near today’s 
Sacramento. Ihey were involved 
in rescuing the Donner Farcy 
members stranded in the Sierra. 

. Many also were in on the ground 
floor of the Gold Rush. 

Within a few months of the 
Brooklyn’s arrival, Sam Brannan 
started California’s first paper, 
the California Star in San 


Frandsco. When he leom.ed of 
the gold discovery, he figured 
selling goods to the miner^would 
be profitable, so he strode down 
Son Francisco stmts with a vial 
of gold dust, shouting, “Gold! 
Gold from the American Riverl” . 

Ihe Brooklyn Latter-day joints 
also brought-seeds, fabrics, agri- 
cultural and other supplies 
-designed to make them self-suffi- 
dent 

The ship carried Brannan’s 
printing press and crates of 

■ books, which later were 
housed in what wonld be 
California’s first library, in 
San FrandM. The Mormons 
opened the first express and 
shipping business and the 
first bonk'in San'Frahdsco 
and established the first post 
office in the village of Brookljm, 
which became Oaldand. 

The Mormon Battalion built 
forts to protect settlers from 
Indians. Their representative in 
the state Legislature, Capt. 
Jefferson Hunt of the Mormon 
Battalion, introduced the bill that 
established San Bernardino 
County. 

The California Latter-day 
Saints who - sailed on the 
Brooklyn arrived about a year 
before Brigham Young and his 
settlers reached Salt Lake City. 
They lobbied heavily to make 
California the headquarters of 
the church, but Yoimg stubborn- 
ly dung to the goal of settling in 
the Salt Lake V^ey. 

In 1857, Young needed rein- 
forcements to protect the 
Mormon settlement against an 
attack by the U3. Army trjnng to 
keep polygamy out of Utah. He 
called the California Mormons 
“home.” Enough responded that 
Latter-day Saint activity in 
California slowed until the late 
1880s. 

When Mormonism revived in 
California, it wasn't long until 
San Jose had a tiny branch of the 
San Frandsco stake. Since then, 
the population of Latter-day 
Saints has grown steadily in 
California. To^y, there are some 
750,000 Mormons in the state. 
Many arc Hispanic, Asian or 
. blatk, but the church doesn’t 
keep records by cchnidty.

WINSTON-SALEM (AP) — A, 
federal lawsuit filed against the 
Christiim Coalition accusing it of 
partisan political activity has 
some churches concerned about 
their own political involvement. 

Churdics have a tradition of 
giving information to members 
and exposing them to candi- 
dates’ positions on issues, and 
the government needs to keep 
its hands off that type of activity, 


said the Rev. C. Mark Corts, pas- 
tor of Calvary Baptist Church. 

Many ministers and tax 
experts say the lawsuit does not 
mean churches have to forsake 
all fonns of politicking. 

“There’s a great deal of inter- 
est in what the boundaries arc,” 
said Oliver Thomas, a tax attor- 
ney for the National Council of 
Churches. 

“There are no boundaries ' 


under the Constitution. 
Churches are able to get as 
involved os they want to, under 
the Constitution.” 

Bui if.a church wants to pre- 
serve its tax-exempt status, that 
all changes. 

According to the Internal . 
Revenue Service, churches may 
engage in political activity, but 
they must do so with strict neu- 
trality.

Young Germans abroad 
atone for sins of elders 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Growing up in a small university 
city in southwestern Germany, 
lUman Ganzhom never met a Jew. 

But over the past few; months, 
drcumstances have changed dra* 
madcally for the 20-year-old son of 
a feminist Protestant minister. 

One recent morning, Ganzhom 
stood in the cafeteria of a large 
Jewish nursing home, gently pin- 
ning lacy head coverings onto 
elderly women as they prepared 
for Torah study. He thm doimed a 
yaimulkc, the skull cap worn by 
men during Jewish wor^p. 

“You don’t have a chance in 
. Germany to interact with Jewish 
people. They’re just not there or 
you have to look very carefully to 
find someone,” he said. .... 

Ganzhom is among a small corps 
of young German volunteers work- 
ing with elderly Jews and the poor 
in the United States, Israel and 
Europe as part of the Action 
Reconciliation-Scrvicc for Peace 
program. The volunteers, who also 
conduct Holocaust education in 
Germany and Poland, work to 
atone for their elders’ sins. 

. *Tve never experienced any hos- ■ 
tility in here. Sometimes I’m very 
surprised about that,” the 
Tubingen native said as he sat in 
the Philadelphia Geriatric Center, 
wh^ he wt^ three days a week. 
Tm the German and Fm the gen- 
tile so I muse be the bad 

The program, based in Berlin, 
was founded in 1958 by a 
Protestant minister and former 
Nazi rcsister who wanted volun- 
teers to ptadorm peaceful services 
in countries that suffered during 
WorldWarlL 

The participants, whose work' 
can substitute for German military 
service, have differing opinions on 
the “atonement” aspect of service. 

“I want to show these people 
that not every Gcrmiui is like a 
Nazi German^" Ganzhom said. “I 
don’t fed guilty but I fed responsi- 
ble for what Germany did to the 
Jews and non-Jews who got killed 
duringWoridWarlL" 

Some of the other 20 partici- 
pants now working at sodal ser- 
vice agencies in the United States 
said they were pleasantly sur- 
prised about the mcndly reception 
they reedvedfrom elderly Jews, 


jnduding Holocaust survivors. 

■ “They say, *You were bora later. 
You’re not guilty,’ " said Philip 
Stdnheim, 20, of Lohr, who visits 
and shops for homcboimd Jewish 
seniors in New York City. “‘They 
just perceive me os a kind penon 
who comes to visit them.” 

Steinheim lives in a Jewish 
Brooklyn neighborhood with on 
Israeli roommate. He speaks 
Yiddish with dderly clients and 
German with an Oithodox rabbi 
from Poland, who tdls him what a 
"great initzi^” — good deed — 
he is doing. 

“This is an opportunity I would 
never have in Gamany,” be said. 

Iris Landgtaf, 21, of Hanover, is 
spending her 18 months with 
Action Raxndliation volunteering 
at the Holocaust Center of Greater 
Pittsburgh. 

“I asked myself the question 
*What would you have done?’ and I 
always condemned my grandpar- 
ents because they didn’t do 
enough or they were anti-Semitic,” 
she said. “Resdizing that I probably 
'would have been a bystander just 
made it very hard for me.” 

Because of her grandparents’ 
involvement — one grandfather 
joined the Nazis — *T just wanted 
to chase away the ghosts thatwere 
always there,” Londgraf said. 

Some 7,000 Gcra^ volunteers 
have participated in Action 
Reconciliation since Lothar 
Kreyssig, a member of the anti- 
Nazi “Confessing Church,” found- 
ed the Ingram; roughly 700 have 
woriced in die United Smtes. 

“He felt very strongly that 
German Christians failed to do 
enou^ against the atrocities com- 
mitt^ by Germans,” sold Renate 
Wocssner, Philadelphia-based 
din^r of the US. program. 

Among the volunteers’ grand- 
parents, some resisted the Nazis, 
some joined the anny, some active- 
ly supported Adolf Hitler, some 
smod by silently. Some volunteers 
don't know what role their elders 
played and meet reslstnncc from 
their families if they ask. 

In Geraumy, the word Jew still 
carries a ’‘very negative taste,” said 
Sven Pincztr^, 21, of Albstadt, 
who met a Jew for the first time 
while working with a Holocaust

Relief and belief: Asian refugees embrace 
Christianity - but sometimes for a ‘bribe’ :

HOUSTON — In unparalleled 
numbers, Southeast Asian 
refugees are abandoning their 
native religion to embrace 
Christianity in a movement test- 
ing the boundaries of int^aith 
nations in America. 

From coast to coast, the 
nation’s religious majority is win- 
ning over its first major immi- 
grant group. 

"There is only one God. Who 
believe in him go to heaven," 
said the Rev. Phoutha 
Phothisane, a former Buddhist, 
after the Sunday evening service 
at the First Baptist Lao Mission in 
Houston. “Who don’t believe in 
him go to helL" 

The conversions begin in the 
refugee camps, where missionar- 
ies mix with Christian relief orga- 
nizations helping praplc find new 
homes. They continue here as . 
Christian sponsors clothe, feed 
and shelter refugees then 
invite them to chur& 

To Christians involved in 
refugee resettlement, everything 
they do — from guiding irnmi* 
grants to a better life in a new 
land to setting them up in their 
own churches — is a sign of God’s 
lova 

“You love folks so they can feel 
it deeply,” said the Rev. Sharon 
Stanley, a Presbyterian minister- 
in Fresno, Calif., who lives among 
the poorest immigrants in an 
apartment complex so dangerous 
some youths are afraid to visit 
her. “Then you explain your 
beliefs." 

But to many Buddhist and 
interfaith leaders, Southeast 
Asian refugees are being won to 
Christ not by a reasoned decision 
but by in exchange for sodal ser- 
vices, creating the domestic 
equivmcnt of “rice Christians.” 

“We don’t practice what our 
Lord practiced. Jesus never 
bribed people to do anything,” 
said the Rev. Charles White, a 
founder of the North American 
Interfiiith Network. “Jesus never 
gave people candy to do some- 
thing. Jesus never gave people g. 

doU^.to do som'ethmg.” ' 

No one has hard figures detail* 
-ing .tho-raliginuft-background-of-g^- 
Southeast Asian immigrants, but 
interviews with Buddhist and 
Christian leaders and informal 
estimates of thjeir numbers in 
local communities indicate the 
number of conversions have been 
significant 

Consider the differences 
between here and their native 
lands: 

• Back in Cambodia, 95 per- 
cent of the population is 
Buddhist with Christians barely 
numbering in the thousands. In 
Houston, there are seven 
Cambodian Baptist churches 
alone, and Baptists account for - 
about 16 percent of the estimated 
3,500 C^bodians in the area. 

• In Laos, on estimated 85 p<^- 
■cent of the population is 

Buddhist with Animists the next 
largest religious tradition. But 
when the Rev. Dhan Thao of the . 
Lutheran- congregation in 
Minneapolis goes knocking on 
doors, three of every 10 house- 
holds are Christian. 

■ • A vast majority of 
' Vietnamese follow Buddhism, 
Daoism, Confucianism, Animism 
or some mixture of those tradi- 
tions. In 1985, less than 10 per- 
cent of the population was 
Catholic: But more than half the 
80,000 Vietnamese in Houston

arc Catholic. 

How did this come to pass? At 
Houston’s Jade Buddhist Temple, 
the Vcn. Hung-I Shih’s placid 
voice conveys the slightest tinge 
of agitation when he relates a 
story about a Buddhist child com- 
ing back from a Christian camp 
and telling his mother that if she 
kept praying to Buddha she 
would go to hi^. 

Shih fears some of the recruit- 


ing lapses into preying on lonely 
people or buying their religious 
affection through gifts of food 
and clothing or jobs. Where he 
.draws the line is when 
"Christianity wants to force a 
Buddhist to worship to God." ' 
But Asian Christian evangelists 
— >vho endure ridicule and con- 
demnation that they have 
betrayed their culture when they 
do mission work — ay they have 


been called by God to share their 
new faith. 

“I believe in my heart that our 
God is the true God," said Ty Bo, 
pastor at a Cambodian Baptist 
Chunii in Hou. 5 ton. “We want to 
tell people wc see God. We know 
God." 

Knowing God is not the same 
thing as Imowing the right thing 
to do. Christians face a difficult 
task striking a balance between 
following the Gospel mandates of 
taking their faith from door to 
door and serving the needy, and 
at the same time respecting ti»dr 
neighbors. 

For moity evangelical churdics. 
saving souls takes precedence. If 
Southeast Asians arc more 
amenable to Christianity away 
from their Buddhist roots, so 
much the better. 

And the Buddhists arc vulnera- 
ble. They are spread out, with 
often tod few people in any one 
area observing a «im{iar fonn of 
— .Bud dhVem rn farm a rel} g ioi^_ 
. community, Where there are tem- 
ples,' Che emphasis is on persoi^ 
spiritual growth, not the sodal 
services immigrants to a new 
land need. 

There also is a shortage of 
monks. And many of the monks 
arc older and do not speak 
English, shutting out younger 
people raised in this country. 

According to at least one 
expert in minority religions, 
many Asum-Amcricans do not sec 
a dichotomy in being both 
Buddhist and Christian. Some 
Buddhists will attend Christian 
choices for English lessons, and- 
go back to the temple. Some will 
attend Christian churches wear- 
ing a Buddha on a pendant, or 
practice their native rdi^on at 
home. 

Still, faint signs ore emerging 
that Buddhists arc starting to 
catch on to the way things work 
, in America. 

The Rev. Kamburagallc Nando, 
president of the Texas Buddhist 
Council, said his temple and oth- 
ers are now starting to provide 
sodal services. 

A few temples have switched fo 
Sunday services, and many arc 
, offering rellpous education class- 
es. 

Some even have their own sum- 
mcr.comps for children. '

RUPERT - Minidoka County commissioners agreed 
Friday to put off making a decision until Monday on 
whether to pay a Rupert attorney for legal services in 
connection with three murder cases. 

By postponing the decision the commissioners are 
ignoring stipulations in a lawsuit filed earlier this week 

a on behalf of attorney Raymundo 
Pena- The lawsuit states that if the 
county doesn’t pay the bill for about 
$15,000 by Friday, the fees would 
triple. Pena is represented by E. 
Lee Schlcndcr of Hailey. 

But Schlondcr said Friday that if 
the commissioners decide to pay the 
$15,000 bill during (heir meeting 
Monday it would be acceptable. 

■“We will give them every oppor^ 
tunity to pay the bill,” Schlcndcr 
Raymundo Pena said. “My thought is that they 
should be given a grace period to do 

the right thing." 

Pena’s appointment as Newman’s spedal prosecutor 
was never formally approved of by the commissioners. 
But in a letter to Newman about picking a spedal pros- ■ 
ccutor, the commissioners only stipulated they “would 
like" to bo involved to the selection process. 

Schlcndcr daims “would like” is not legally binding. 

- Minidqlm commissioners ar en’t the only offid als 
who ha'd n^'civadons aboiiTFcna joining the prose- 
cution team. Pena- began helping Newman with the 
case in late June and shortly thereafter Cassia 
County Sheriff Billy Crystal received a letter from 
Cassia prosecutors Stephen Bywatcr and Howard 
Smyscr.

Rest was finally on the horizon for firefight- 
ers Friday as they reined in a runaway wild- 
fire that charred more than 82,000 acres of 
the Mendodno National Forest. 

Firefighters had cut bare-earth lines more 
than 54 miles long, corraling more than half 
the blaze by midday Friday. Things were 
going so well, fire offidals hoped to have the 
fire fully contained by Saturday evening, a 
day earlier than previous estimates. 

“What’s really made things beneficial is 
we’ve had some favorable weather without 
winds," said U.S. Forest Service spokes- 
woman Jennifer Farenbaugh. 

— "An'eslimated T,000 people“who had been 
evacuated were allowed to return to their 
homes, Farenbaugh said. 

The southern portion of the forest remained 
dosed to campers, hikers and hunters, but 
could reopen as early as next week, she said. 

Elsewhere in California, firefighters had 


nearly contained a 23,200-acrc fire in the 
Stonidaus National Forest, but a 21,653-acre 
blaze in nearby Yosemite National Foric still 
burned out of controL 

Fire trucks and crews were stationed at 
three campsites, trying to protea cabins. But 
other fingers of the fire, raging through pine 
forests in steep canyons, were hard to attack. 

“It’s hard to get to," Jelito said. Moreover, 
heavy timber and underbrush were feeding 
the flames. "It hasn’t burned in a long, long 
time.” 

The fire has already cost $6 million to sup- 
press, and there was no estimate for when it 
would be contained, Jelito said. A total of 
^177 people were fighting the blaze. 

— In-^over, Utah, unpredictablc-winds and 
threatening thimdeistorms forc^ firei^ters 
to retreat from a range 'fire'-thlif 
cned more than 12,000 acres of Beaver 
County. There was no estimated time of con- 
tainment 

In Oregon, about 7,100 firefighters battled 


fires that burned a total of 209,000 acres. 
Fires bunted in die Blue Mountains in eastern 
Oregon and in the Cascades in central and 
sou^west Oregon. 

' In southern Utah, firefighters turned back 
flames firom near the towns of Beaver and 
Mtutderfield, but feared the return of winds 
that bad fanned flames over 15,000 acres. 

The Cunningham Fire, which dosed a por- 
tion of nearby Interstate 15 for more than 
' ei^t hours late Thursday, was 20 percent con- 
tained, Bureau of Land Management spokes- 
womon Anne Stonwortb said. ' 

- And in southern Idaho, firefighters were 
monitoring several fires, most of which 
burned tbousaads of acres in remote areas.

ST. GEORGE, Utah (AP) — Off- 
road vehicle enthusiasts and offi- 
cials at the Coral Pink Sand Dune 
state paric have hopefully reached 
a compromise on the protection of 
a tiny beetle that crawls among the 
dunes. 

The tiger beetle is being pro- 
posed as an endangered species 
and officials have discussed ban- 
ning off-road vehicles in some - 
ports of the sand dunes to protect 
it. 

Park officials and dune users 
have tentatively agreed to reduce 
the dze of the restriaed area and 
still ensure the bug’s survival 

“I think we can manage and pro- 
tect the beetle and protect the uses 
that happen at the dunes,” park 
manager Rob Quist “I don't think 
it's ideal or perfect for anyone. But 
I fed like it's a very good solutioa” 

Off-road rccrcationists have 
complained that a corridor set 
aside for their usage cast of the 
beetle habitat was dangerously 
narrow, without even enough room 
for two vehicles to pass one anoth- 
er. A proposed encroachment into 
lands previously set aside for the 
beetles relieves the congestion. 

Signs and fences wodd instruct 
drivers to avoid certain critical 
beetle areas no included in the 
restricted area. 

The 3,000 acres of dunes — half 
on the state pork and half on US. 


Bureau of Land Management land 
— are valued for their beauty, as 
well os unique makcHip and ecolo- 
gy. Despite disagreement over the 
dunes, both off-road drivers and 
beetle advocates say they like the 
area's colorful sand and occastonal 
pine trees. 

“It's just different," said Ron 
Bolander, BLM threatened and 
endangered species coordinator. 
“You can walk up over a bare, 
active sand dune and walk right 
down into where there's a pon- 
derosa pine stand and a little pond 
that's got salamanders in it.” 

Federal state and lo^ a^cndcs 
ore planning to further refute the 
proposal into a conservation agree- 
ment to protect the beetle without 
having it land on the endangered 
spedes list. Proposals call for pair 
of SOCktoe rcsmcicd areas, one on 
'state land and the other belonging 
tothcBLM. 

A draft should be ready within 
the next few months, Quist said. 

Still some environmet^ groups 
remain skeptical of ihe^roposm. 
The Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance said the beetle’s plight is 
also shared by an endangered 
plant, Welsh’s milkweed. 

“Those two spedes are telling us 
something about the ecology of the 
‘ dunes,” said SUWA attorney Heidi 
McIntosh. “There's something 
wrong here."

A bad gamble for college football

CBS will broadcast regular sea* 
son college football this fall for 
the first time since 1931. But 
even before its first telecast — 
UQA at Tennessee on Sept. 7 — 
- the network has made an unfath- 
> omable fumble in its strange 
choice of Danny Sheridan as a ^ 
called “in*housc expert" for its 
weekly studio show. 

This is the same’ Danny 
Sheridan who provides daily 
od^ for all major sporting events 
— including college football — 
for USA Today, which also lists 
his 900 number for constantly 
updated odds. When you call (at 
95 cents a minute), the tape 
offeif^ disclaimer timt the infor- 
mation about to be received is 
“for -news value only." Then 
■ c^ers ore given the point spread 
and the over-under number on 
points, runs or goals scored for 
every gome on that day’s sched- 
ule. 

There’s nothing of news value 
in any of this. It's a service pro- 
vided mostly for people who like 
' to bet on sporting events. Yet, in 
a telephone Interview this week 
from Mobile, Ala., Sheridan 
.insisted he does not consider him- 
self on oddsmoker. 

"It’s a misnomer. I’m not even 
dose to it,” he said. "I don’t even

bet. All I do is report what the 
line is. I have various sources of 
information, and that’s what I 
base it on. ... Oddsmakers take 
bets on their line. I don’t. If you 
have a bookie in Washington and 
you say to him, 'Sheridan has the 
line at 42 in the paper,’ he’ll say 
to you 'Then go make your bet 
•witfi the papier.’” 

Only one state in the union — 
Nevada — allows wagering on 
sports. Everywhere else, it’s 
against the law. In most places, to 
make a ^t you call a bookie, also 
frowned upon bylaw-enforce- 
ment ofneh^. Or you kick in $3 a 
we^ to the ofTicc pool. Many of 
us have done that, even if those 
bets are illi^a), too. 

But this is not a debate about 
the legality or morality of gam- 
bling. Newspapers across 
America — including The- 
Wa^ington Post — print a bet- 
ting line, though The Washington 
Post and some other papers do 
not offer od^ on college sports. 

We don’t question Sheridan’s 
right to provide this sort of infor- 
mation. Clearly his services are 
much in demand. But we do 
object to a major American tele- 
vision network, one that also is 
thb monopoly rights-holder to the 


NCAA basketball tournament 
and Final Four, putting Sheridan 
— on thenirto focus on college foot— 
btill. 

No matter how much he 
protests, how many books or arti- 
des he’s written or stories he says 
he’s broken, Sheridan is best 
known as a guy who sets the 
odds, even if he’d prefer the title 
“sports analyst" 

A CBS press release says, 
“Sheridan’s inside knowledge 
and relation^ps within the foot- 
ball community ore unmatched.”

— Sheridan says-be’s-got-sourccs— 
at the highest level of every ~ 
major sport, that he knows own- 
ers, coaches, players, many of 
whom always return his calls. He 
says he broke the story about Pat 
Riley leaving New York last year, 
among countless others. Yet, his 
track record as a frequently quot- 
ed source of predictions in USA 
Today’s daily sports TV column 
also has plenty of misses, too. 

“I know his batting average on 
the Big East is very poor,” said 
Tom McElroy, associate commis- 
sioner of the same Big East con- 
ference that has its member 
schools’ games aired on CBS. 
McElroy also admitted he has 
reservations about Sheridan’s 
hew role, but tharihe nettvork, 
not the conference, has ilie right 
to pick its broadcasters. 

“We’ve always had an out- 
standing relationship with CBS, 
and there’s a trust there, too,” he 
said. “On the surface, we were 
initially concerned. Having the 
understanding of how CBS 
intends to use him on a limited 
number of games softens that 
• concern.
